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SUGGESTIONS TO THE TEACHER. 


Position.—The pupil should sit directly in front | 


of the desk with both feet resting firmly on the floor. 
The body should be nearly erect, leaning forward only 
to such an extent as to allow the. arms to act. with Tree- 
dom.

be employed in holding the 
paper or copybook in place. 
The right arm should be 
thrown out from the body 
and should touch the desk 
very lightly so that it may 
move upon the muscular 
swell of the forearm. As it 
slides forward the hand and 
wrist must be free to exe- 
cute the various strokes re- 
quired in the formation of the letters.

| habit. Children should be drilled in carrying the arm 
fully across the page with the hand held in proper posi- 
tion. .When they have acquired a certain amount of 
freedom in this fundamental exercise, let them make a 
series of parallel, horizontal, straight, and-curved lines, 
such .as are given on the third page‘of the cover. Be 
sure that these lines are made by the arm. movement 
only, without any movement of the fingers. Next bring 
the fingers into play by executing a'series of down-strokes 
while the arm is in motion. Follow these exercises by 
drills on the ovals and connected letters, always. in- 
sisting on a correct arm movement. 


Cautions, —See that correct- habits of position, 
penholding,; and movement are taught from the. be- 


ginning. 
See that the down-strokes are vertical. 
a fob ward slant or a backhand style.
